Allies Lose 49 Warships;

Berlin, August 1—(Wireless to Sayville)—Forty-nino war- 


ships with an aggregate of 562,000 tons have been lost by the en- 
tente Allies during the war, according to statistics given out to- 
day by the German admiralty, the figures being brought up to June 
30 last. Of this number, says the statement, the British lost forty 
vessels with a tonnage of 485,000. 


The losses of the Teutonic allies are given in the statement as 


30 warships of 162,000 tons in the aggregate. The British

"What other result could be ex- 


pected? 
We were virtually ordered 


to withdraw, and without accomplish- 
ing our purpose we have been with- 
drawing and we are now endeavoring 
to safeguard our own territory. The 
entire national guard has been order- 
ed out. and many thousands of our 
citizens have been taken from their 
peaceful employment and hurried to 
the Mexican border. The administra- 
tion was to seize and punish Villa for 
his outrage on our soJI. 
It has not 


punished anyone; we went in only to 
retire, and future movements are ap- 
parently to bo determined by a joint 
commission. 


"The nation has no policy of 35- 


gression toward Mexico. We have no 
desire for any territory'- We wish her 
to have peace, stability and prosper- 
ity.

Unearths 226 Skeletons On 


Feurt Farm; A Great Find 


Attempt To Break Jail 


Costly To The Vicars 


Scioto county is contrib- 


uting: much to science. Last 
summer Prof. William Mills, 
curator of the Ohio Archeo- 
logical and Historical Society, 
Ohio State University, ex- 
cavated a mound on the Dr. 
W. D. Tremper farm, West' 
Side and discovered one of 
the greatest collections of 
relics of the Mound Builders' 
age ever seen. From this col- 
lection mucli valuable data 
was secured about the early 
inhabitants of this country. 


But this summer, Prof. 


Mills and party have unearth- 
ed a much greater find, one 
that is destined to be classed 
the greatest in the 
United 


States, it is said. 


Two hundred and twenty- 


six skeletons of mound build- 
ers have been unearthed on 
the William 0. Feurt farm, 
Scioto Trail, just five miles 
north of the city. Besides this 
mammoth collection of skele- 
tons, stone implements, pipes 
of all sorts, weapons used in 
warfare and culinary imple- 
ments of all kinds have been 
found. 


Those who have seen this 


wonderful exhibition of relics 
of the days of mound-builders 
have been deeply impressed 
with the preservation of the 
bones secured. 
One of the 


skeletons unearthed, had un- 
doubtedly been killed. A huge 
stone spear was found en- 
tangled in the upper portion 
of his right arm. 


The skulls of most all of the 


skeletons are perfect. 


Prof. Mills and party have 


been excavating these mounds 
for the past several weeks. 
They expect to be here two 
weeks longer. Many local 


people have 
visited Prof. 


Mills' camp and have viewed 
the gigantic collection. 


A welcome is accorded all 


visitors at Prof. Mills' camp 
and he is willing at any time 
to explain anything not un- 
derstood by those unfamiliar 


with the habits of the early 


inhabitants of this section of 


the country.
